WASHINGTON, March 10,—An- 
nouncement by Secretary Houston 
that no further loans would be 
made to the Allies was bélieved to- 
night te indicate the adoption by 
the treasury of the policy favored 
by the debtor nations of deferring 
interest payments for the next three 
years or more. 

Under authority granted by Con- 
gress to extend $10,000,000,000 cred- 
its to the Allied nations, the treas- 
ury has made loans amounting to 
$9,659,834,649. Secretary Houston 
said the remainder of the credits 
authorized would not be granted, as 
it was thought sufficient advances 
had been made. 

DELAY PAYMENTS. 

Treasury officials said that, in view 
of the exchange situation and the 
unsettled economic condition of the 
European nations during the recon-, 
struction period, it would seem ad- 
visable to permit them to postpone 
interest payments for at least three 
years. Thén, it is believed, they 
would be in position to meet their 
oblige 

With the interest on the loans 
computed at 5 per oent., the total 
due the United States yearly is} 
about $470,000,000, an enormous 
sum for the war-wearied countries 
to pay at present. If interest is 
funded into long-term obligations] 
the interest on the payments thus 
defe will amount to only $23.,- 
000,000 yearly, which can be paid 
and the credit of the debtor na-| 
tions maintained. Treasury officials

over 1918, but the operating profit 
remained at about 3 per cent.

Nation Made Money. 


But Urges that Country Get 
_ Out of the Business. 


Private Companies Can Bet- 
_ter Compete, He Says.

WASHINGTON, March 10,—Gov- 
ernment operations in the shipping 
business resulted in a net profit of 
$16,493,990 up to last June 20, 
Chairman Payne today told the 
Senate Merchant Marine Commit- 
tee, making public for the first time 
complete statistics covering the 
financial aspects of the board's 
transportation activities. 

This revenue does not include un- 
paid balances due from other gov- 
ernment departments, he said, ad- 
ding that the Food Administration 
owes the board about $15,000,000,

$150,000,000. 

On February 1, he sald, the board 
was operating 1297 #14bottoms of 
8,383,000 deadweight tons, including 
1046 steel carxo ships, 276 wooden 
vessels, forty-eight tankers and 
sixteen refrigerator ships. A total 
of 158 companies, ‘he said, held 
operating charters for vessels owned 
by the board. On the first day of 
February, °09 ships were listed as 
“under repair,” 135 “laid up for 
winter,” and 1179 “in actual opera- 
tion.” 

WOULD CLOSE BUSINESS. 

Not 1 cent will be asked of Con- 
gress the Shipping Board tw 
complete its programme, Chairman 
Payne said, since funds from opera- 
tion and sale dof ships will take care 
of estimated expenditures of $307,- 
000,000 for the next fiscal year. He 
reiterated that the ‘government 
should get out of the shipping bDusi- 
ness as soon as possible and stay

LOS ANGELES, March 4.—[To 
the Editor of The Times:] The Sil- 
ver Lake parkway was abandoned 
during the war. This project called 
for a parkway following the ravine, 
known in part as the Bimini ra- 
Vine, from Silver Lake to Wilshire 
and Vermont. The plan waa to in- 
clude a boulevard which would con- 
nect Los Feliz, Sunset and Wilshire 
boulevards. The parkway would be 
planted qut to native trees and a 
rip-rapp stream would act as an 
open storm drain. 

This project has a great deal of 
merit and should be revived. It 
could be made especially valuable 
now by following the original plan 
with this additional feature: When 
the parkway is planned and the 
trees are planted, make as many 
settings as might be needed for 
monuments to commemorate the 
heroes of Southern California ‘n the 
great war. Large relics and monu- 
ments to different @ivisions cf the 
army or navy and ¢t® auxiliary corps, 
such as the Red Cross, could be 
erected along the parkway. These 
might be offered by individuals or 
societies or through public subscrip- 
tions. There are also good loca- 
tions from which to select a site 
for a building to house historical 
papers, books, small relics, etc.

Sen- 
ate says that hurdle is too high and re- 
fuses to try the leap; a still more willful 
President declines to consent to lowering 


slew fifteen million fighting men; abysmal 
may prove that fragmentary sentence, the 
wording of which is held by the President 
to be of more importance than “breaking 
the heart of the world.” 

The members of the League under- 
take to respect and preserve as against 
external aggression the territorial in- 
tegrity and existing political independ- 
ence of all members of tie League. 

That is the hurdle at which a majority 
of the members of the Senate are balking, 


backed perhaps by a majority of the citi- 


zens of the United States. The British and 
French governments have agreed to any 
modification of its wording to affect the 
United States only, which the Senate may 
consider essential to preserve the consti- 
tutional rights of Congress to decide when 
this country shall, or shall stot, take part 
in a foreign war. 

When the President returned from the 
Peace Conference he admonished the Sen- 
ate that a failure to ratify the covenant of 
the League of Nations “would break the 
heart of the world.” Confronted by the 
proposed Senate reservations to that fraz- 
ment of Article X, he says in substance: 
“Let it break!” i 

Article X is the President’s.own child. It 
was originally written by him on White 
House stationery, while thé George Wash- 
ington, nee Kaiser Wilhelm IJ, was making 


, its first Presidential trip tao Europe. It is. 


the only article of the entire covenant 
which was adopted by the Peace Confer- 
ence in the exact form in which the Presi- 
dent had written it. The President per- 
mitted hia production to be edited by the 
foreign commissioners assembled at the 
peace table; but he declines to be edited 
by what he terms a “little group oftwiliful 
men” in the Senate. I¢ Article X is te be 
modified by a reservation the last claim of 
the President to authorship in promulgat- 
ing the peace treaty fades; and the Presi- 
dent seems bent on using his rights as 
Chief Executive to protect his rights as 


author. 


There are known to be a number of Dem- 
ocratic Senators, however, who are not 
such sticklers for word forms as the Presi- 
dent; and the President's recent fetter to 
Senator Hitchcock was written for the pur- 
pose of holding them in line. Senator 
Lodge and other reservation leaders con- 
sented to a modification of the November 
reservation on this article in the forlorn 
hope that it might be acceptable to enough 

fs to secure the sixty-four votes 
necessary for ratification. The reservation, 
as they proposed it, is as follows: 

The United States assumes no. obil- 
gations to employ its military or naval 
forces, its resources, or any form of 
economic discrimination © preserve 
the territorial integrity or political in- 
dependence of any other country, or to 
interfere im controversies between na- 
tions, whether members of the League | 
or not, under the provisions of Article 
X, nor to employ the military or naval 
forces of the United States under any 
article of the treaty for any purpose 
unless in any particular case the Con- 
gress, in the exercise of full liberty of 
action, shall by act or joint resolution 
so declare. 

The President has asserted that th's res- 
ervation is, in effect, an amendment that 
“euts the heart out of the League cove- 
nant.” In discussing the covenant the 
President is always strong on hearts. But 
Earl Grey pointed out the very pertinent 
difference between an amendment and a 
reservation. Such a modification, if offered 
as an amendment, should be general in 
scope and should apply to all countries; as 
a reservation it would relate to the United 


‘States only. Adopting the reservation 
» would not deprive a future Congress of the 
Tight to declare war against any nation 


which should make a new attack upon the 
peace of-the world. The President has 


said that the obligation imposed in Article 


X is only a moral one: but he is as strong 
a stickler for morals as he is for hearts. 
On being informed yesterday that the 
President would o this reservation as 
unreservedly as any of the others Senator 
Watson, Republican, informed the Senate 


that it would be withdrawn. But Senators 


Simmons and Owens, Democrats, protest- 
ed, saying that they have not yet given up 
hopes of securing enough Democratic votes 
to insure its acceptance. 

: to the position taken by the 
President are Mr. Root, Mr. Taft, Mr. 
Bryan, Mr. Hughes, Mr. Eliot and numer- 
ous other advocates of a League of Nations 
to protect the peace of the world.

In another editorial the Courier-Journal 
asserts that it would prefer the treaty as 
originally written, without reservations of 
any kind, but that it is in favor “of the im- 
mediate ratification of the treaty upon 
whatever terms may be possible, even 
though it become necessary to accept the 
odious welching reservations evolved or 
chaperoned by the Republican leader.” 


This sentiment was generally approyed 


by the Democratic press. But the Presi- 
dent will have none of it. He is fleeing, 
like Eliza across the ice, with his favorite 
child to the deepest recesses of the White 
House.

NTH CONGRESS DISTRICT. 

Republicans of the Ninth Congress 
District have again reached the point of 
conference and discussion for selecting one 
of their number capable enough and popu- 
lar enough to represent the district in the 
national House of Representatives. The 
Ninth District has a registration that is 
more than three to one Republican. With- 
in its limits live some of the ablest men of 
California. The average intelligence of the 
electorate is many points above that of 
the “average. Yet it has not been repre- 
sented in Congress for a number of years 
by a ‘Republican. 

The Ninth is a great citrus fruit region. 
It is one that needs adequate tariff protec- 
tion against oranges and lemons of the 
Mediterranean countries. Yet it has ac- 
quired the habit of sending to Washington 
a Representative who caucuses wi the 
free-trading Democrats. Why severaf thou- 
sand intelligent men and women of the dis- 
trict regularly register as Republicans and 
&s regularly vote to send a Democrat to 
Congress is one of the mysteries of politics 
for which no adequate explanation has yet 
been vouchsafed. 


Of course, our outrageous State primary 
laws are largely to blame: They permit a 


Democrat to fun in a Republican primary 
without revealing his political identity. 
They have alded Congressman Randall, who 
registers alternately as Prohibitionist, Pro- 
gressive and Democrat, to secure enough 
Republican votes to capture elections. To 
be sure, Randall is an adroit campaigner. 
He voted against the President's war pro- 
gTamme and still secured a personal tele- 
gram from the President urging his re- 
election. He caucused with the Democrat- 
ic majority and took his portion of the 
loaves and fishes, and yet got enough Re- 
publican votes to succeed himself. The po- 
litical strength of a tian'‘able to do that 
cannot be disregarded. 

Randall has always succeeded in running 
against a divided opposition. The Repub- 
licans in the district are strangely averse 
to uniting on a single capable and availa- 
ble candidate and putting him over. There 
is generally a Republican candidate for the 
primary nomination from almost every sec- 
tion of the district. The resnit is a many- 
cornered primary fight, waged bitterly, and 
the candidate who wins is confronted by 
so many enmities that he goes into the 
general election handicapped. That is the 
way the elections have been lost in the 
past; and we wender whether the Repub- 
licans of the dis{¥ict—have learned aught 
by past defeats. : 

Is it possible for Long Beach, Monrovia, 
Pasadena, Pomona and San Fernando to 
combine this year on a single representa- 
tive Republican, give him a rousing vote 
in the primaries and sufficient united sup 
port afterwards to insure his election? The 
Times hopes they can do so: for the Re- 
publican party, both in the State and the 
nation, has suffered by the defeats of the 
Republican candidates in the Ninth Dis- 
trict. A national ag well as a loca] impor 
tance attaches to the election of Repub- 


licans to Congress. When Democrats are 


elected from citrus fruit districts it is gen- 
erally accepted as meaning that the citrus 
fruit interests are not interested in a pro- 
tective tariff.
